There are no known facts contrary to evo- 
lution, while, on the contrary, there are 
thousands of correlated facts that support 
it and accord with it.” 

It is such bumptious, dogmatic and half- 
baked assertions that have roused the op- 
position of people all over the country, espe- 
cially those who believe the Bible to be the 


UNIVERSITY PROFESSORS UNITE 
TO PROMOTE EVOLUTION 


On January ist, the Associated Press 
published a statement from New York 
made by the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors, to the effect that nation- 
wide effort to defend and promote Evolu- 
tion might be expected. The Association of 
Professors authorized a special committee 
to co-operate with the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science to prepare 
publicity material in defense of their cause. 
The chairman of the committee said, “We 
seldom have legal power of redress, but we 
do have a powerful weapon in the publicity 
we can give to offending institutions.” 

By “offending institutions” we take it 
that he means such organizations as The 
Defenders of the Christian Faith. The re- 
ag says, “what is taught as science should 

e determined by qualified experts in their 
field rather than by popular vote”. What 
is a “qualified expert”? Who qualifies 
them? Who pays them their salary? The 
voters pay the salaries, and since this is 
true, perhaps a “popular vote” as to wheth- 
er Evolution shall be taught to babies may 
not be so far wrong after all. 

The Association cited in its resolution 
the action of three states which have en- 
acted anti-evolution laws and similar re- 
strictions in some institutions of learning, 
and declared, “We deplore all such efforts 
to restrict the freedom of teaching and 
learning in science.” We know of no effort 
to restrict true science. Evolution is not 
science. It is an atheistic philosophy.

This is how it happened. Two business men from Petaluma, California, came upon 
some teeth, vertebrae and the tusk of a mastodon in the Bodega Creek district of their 
State last year. We will call the mastodon Jumbo, for this was not his name. Pro- 
fessors from the Museum of Paleontology of the University of California were called. 
Jumbo was examined. Reports were published at once about this wonderful “find.”

I had to go round about 
and the buggy mired near San Antonio in the Creek district, so I dum out the bones

INTRODUCTION 


In dealing with the subject in hand, we 
have decided to confine ourselves strictly to 
the Scriptures that point directly to the 
great Tribulation. ere are numerous 
passages in both Old and New Testament 
where it is implied; these cannot be consid- 
ered in this present article. It can truly be 
stated that since the fall there has always 
been tribulation, especially as connected 
with the children of Israel. There is not a 
nation upon the face of the earth that has 
experienced such undying sorrow, unpre- 
cedented anguish and such continuous per- 
secution as the Jews. The vitality and 
vigor of the Jew is phenomenal. He sur- 
vives as did the burning bush; he can never 
be consumed. He is in a covenanted rela- 
tionship with God and hundreds of prophe- 
cies concerning him await fulfillment. The 
Jew has been disciplined, dispersed, carried 
away captive, down-trodden, cast out, re- 
jected, spit upon, burned alive, put to the 
sword, sent to sea in rotten ships, robbed, 
plundered and murdered. Yet he abides 
without flag, throne, KING, temple or Holy 
City. He wanders on, little realizing that 
before Messiah can regather and restore 
them to divine favor in the land they must 
yet pass through a time which the Scrip- 
tures describe as JACOB’S TROUBLE, 
THE GREAT TRIBULATION. Israel must 
pass under the rod. The furnace will be 
heated seven times hotter than ever before. 
But blessed be God, while these end-time 
Shadrachs, Meshachs, and Abed-Negoes 
stand in the furnace of tribulation there ap- 

rs with them ONE LIKE UNTO THE

THE GREAT TRIBULATION — Deuteron- 
omy 4:23-31. 


A new generation has arisen in the wilder- 
ness and is being instructed in the Mosaic 
Covenant. They were not to bow down to 
graven images nor provoke God to anger. 
God called heaven and earth to witness that 
if they forsook him and departed from His 
statutes, He would scatter them among the 
nations, but for His mercy sake He would 
not utterly destroy them. Moreover, if they 
would seek His face in repentance and turn 
again unto the Lord their God, He wouid 
have mercy and abundantly pardon because 
of the oath He sware unto their fathers. 

Seeing that this has been true of them 
in the past and present, we assuredly be- 
lieve that it will + true of them in the fu- 
ture. This is pre-eminently true of Israel. 
They must come back into future glory. 
This is distinctly set forth by all the proph- 
ets from Isaiah to Malachi. 


Verse 30 says, “And when THOU ART 
IN TRIBULATION EVEN IN THE LAT- 
TER DAYS, IF THOU WILT TURN UN- 
TO THY GOD AND OBEY HIS VOICE HE 
WILL BE MERCIFUL.” Here we have a 
) danarmag A thousands of years old depicting 
srael’s last days, and greatest of all tribu- 
lation with the assurance of Divine help to 
those who wish it. There is no doubt but 
what .every time Israel suffers tribulation 
they may have thought this was their latter 
day tribulation. 


Most all prophecy has a local fulfillment, 
a continuous fulfillment and a final fulfill- 
ment. I believe that Jews today could legi- 
timately read of Jacob’s trouble and apply 
it to the frightful persecution they are now 
suffering. The Thessalonians believed that 
the day of the Lord was at hand because of 
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- Cries they were suffering. (2 Thess. 

Again, the destruction of Jerusalem could 
easily be taken as the great tribulation—Is- 
rael’s sorrow. Nevertheless, the present 
state of the Jews, the tremendous bulk of 
unfulfilled prophecy, the catalogue of appal- 
ling events that usher in the reign of Mes- 
siah all prove that the awful period of judg- 
ment known as the Great Tribulation, so un- 
like any before it or after, has not yet ar- 
rived. It is strictly defined as “latter 
days,” “time of end” and “the great tribu- 
lation” and “Jacob’s trouble.” 


JEREMIAH 30. 


Jeremiah was told to write in a book that 
the days were coming when God would turn 
again the captivity of Israel and cause them 
to possess the land of their fathers. He 
saw a day coming when every man, pale- 
faced and weak-kneed, would hold his loins 
as a woman when in travail. He cried Alas 
for that great day, (the tribulation) so that 
none is like it (surpasses all): this is even 
the time of Jacob’s trouble. But he shall 
be saved out of it. The church is saved 
from it. Israel is saved out of it. The 
church, like Enoch, will be raptured away. 
Israel, like Noah, will survive the waters of 
tribulation, preserved by God. God will 
break the gentile yoke (the Roman despot 
in the time of the end) and they shall serve 
the Lord their God (in the millennium) and 
David their King (Christ, their true Mes- 
siah) whom I will raise up unto them; and 
ye shall be my people and I will be your 
God. All this speaks of reunion, reconcilia- 
tion and restoration. 


DANIEL 12:1, 


Here again we have mention of this un- 
paralleled, unprecedented time of sorrow. 
Right after the deliniation of Antichrist, 
chapter 11:36-45, we read, “And at that 
time (the time of the end) shall Michael 
stand up, that great prince of Daniel’s 
people (Israel) and THERE SHALL BE A 
TIME OF TROUBLE SUCH AS NEVER 
WAS SINCE THERE WAS A NATION 
EVEN TO THAT SAME TIME.” 


Daniel predicts five world kingdoms con- 
sumating in Christ’s everlasting kingdom. 
Before that is set up the kingdom will be 
counterfeited by a ten-kingdom confedera- 
tion under the dictatorship of revived Rome’s 
Imperial Head. This blatant blasphemer 
after securing a covenant with the Jews 
then in the land, allowing temple worship, 
breaks his covenant in the middle of the 
week (7 years). It is at this period that 
Michael wages warfare in heaven, casting 
down Satan and his host. Satan is so en- 
raged that he concentrates his effort against 
Israel’s glorious remnant who are standing 
for God and will not receive the mark of the 
Beast. Michael stands up for Israel at that 
time and leads them to the place prepared 
of God in the wilderness, standing watch 
for God’s elect. These -re known unto God 
before the foundation of the world. Their 
names are found in His book. These awake 
to everlasting life and shine as stars for- 
ever and inherit the kingdom prepared for 
them from the foundation of the world. 


MATTHEW 24 = 


In answer to the disciples question regard- 
ing the END OF THE AGE and the SIGN 
OF HIS COMING the Lord informs them 
of wars and rumors of war; nation against 
nation; famine; pe tilence; earthquakes; 
false ge gooey endurance to the end and the 
gospel of the kingdom preached. Also, when 
ye (Jews) see the abomination of desolation 
spoken of by Daniel the prophet (notice 
Christ notifies us that this is a sign of the 
end of the age and sign of His coming) 
standing in the holy place—those that read 
will understand. They (the Jews) were to 
flee, praying that their flight would not be 
on the Sabbath (because he would be de- 


layed by observing it) nor in the winter 
time (because of delay through exposure), 
and woe unto them with child or having 
young upon the breast (because of the 
frightful disadvan of flight under such 
conditions); For EN (time word) 
WHEN? After the image is set up in the 
restored temple at Jerusalem; TH after 
the end-time prince causes sacrifice and of- 
fering to cease. THEN in the middle of 
Daniel’s last week (7 years); THEN when 
the Beast deifies himself by forced worshi 
of his image (universal idolatry); THE 
Israel was to flee, horror stricken to the 
mountains of Judea; THEN the time of Ja- 
cob’s trouble would start; THEN WOULD 
BE THE GREAT TRIBULATION; THEN 
would come the worst period in the world’s 
history. Nothing can compare with it be- 
fore or after, and except those days be 
shortened no flesh would saved. 


It is during the last three and a half 
years of Daniel’s week that the emperor 
beast opens his niouth in blasphemy against 
God and those that dwell in heaven. Ener- 
gized by Satan he carries on his nefarious 
work for 42 months (3% years). He makes 
war against the saints (Jewish saints). His 
power becomes universal and all worship 
him whose names are not found written in 
the Book of Life. God can never forsake 
Israel, so He has a place prepared for them 
in the wilderness where He will nourish 
them for 3% years (duration of Beast’s 
reign) God will hide them until the indig- 
nation be passed until the Lord cometh out 
of His place to punish the inhabitants of 
the earth for their iniquity; the earth also 
shall disclose her blood and no more cover 
her slain (Isa. 26:20-21). 


MARK 13:14-23 


Mark’s passage is very similar to that of 
Matthew and is, no doubt, the same dis- 
course. When the abomination of desola- 
tion stands where it (he) ought not, Jews in 
Judea were to flee to the mountains to the 
city of refuge prepared of God for His 
people. For in those days shall be affliction 
(tribulation) such as was not from the be- 
ginning of the creation unto this time, 
neither shall be. Except God intervenes 
none would be saved. But God has an elect 
remnant chosen of him and for the elect’s 
sake (Israel) those days are shortened. 
During this tribulation period the False 
Prophet works wondrous miracles, even to 
bringing down fire from heaven. Hence his 
Elijah-like ministry is loudly acclaimed by 
those who have the mark of the beast. But 
he cannot deceive God’s elect. Take heed 
now, for behold, I have told you all these 
things before they come to pass. 


REVELATION 7:1-14 


Between the breaking of the fifth and 
sixth seal an angel is seen on the way to 
seal 144,000 of the twelve tribes of the chil- 
dren of Israel; 12,000 from each tribe. 
These are the servants of the living God; 
God’s representatives in this unprecedented 
tribulation. These take up the Gospel of 
the Kingdom where Christ and the disciples 
left off. “YE SHALL NOT HAVE MADE 
THE ROUNDS OF THE CITIES OF IS- 
RAEL UNTIL I COME.” Remember, the 
Jew today can speak almost every language 
on the earth. These Jews with the seal of 
God upon them go everywhere preaching 
the good news that Christ the King is com- 
ing to the Mount of Olives to set up His one 
thousand years’ reign on earth. e broad- 
casting of this message results in a great 
harvest of Gentiles of every kind and of 
every tongue.

I have been asked to contribute a paper 
on the above subject. Hence these pages. 
By “the great tribulation,” wherever that 
expression occurs in this paper, is meant 
that period of appalling iction whereof 
our Lord prophesied when He said: 
“For then shall be great tribulation, such as was 
not since the beginning of the world to this time, 
no nor ever shall be” (Matt. 24:21; also Mk. 13: 
19; and Luke 21:22, 28). e 
There is general agreement that the peri- 
od to which Christ was here referring is the 
same that Jeremiah foretold in these la- 


mentable words: 

“Alas! for that day is great, so that none is like 

+ By sy even the time of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 

Also that it is the same whereof the angel 
spake to Daniel, saying: 

“And there shall be a time of trouble, such as 

never was since there was a nation even to that 

same time” (Dan. 12:1). 

We ask then: (1) What is the great tribu- 
pon and (2) When did (or will) it oc- 
cur 

My answer is that what Christ and the 
two prophets were foretelling in the above 
quoted utterances was that time of unparal- 
leled distress which came with destructive 
power upon the Jewish people, their land 
and city, in the first Christian century and 
culminated in the destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Roman armies (A. D. 70), and the 
scattering of the survivors of the nation 
throughout the world. The testimony of 
the Scriptures, some of which will be cited 
in what follows, supports this conclusion so 
convincingly as to make any other view of 
the matter altogether inadmissible, in my 
opinion. 

The Seventy Weeks and the Great Tribu- 
lation 


Attention should be given at the outset 
to what is manifestly a reference to the 
great tribulation in the prophecy of the 
seventy weeks (Dan. 9:24-27). I pointed 
out in a previous paper that the tribulation 
predicted in that prophecy was not to come 
within the period of the 70 weeks, but that 
it was nevertheless connected with the six 
great things which were to be fulfilled with- 
in that period. The reference is in verse 26, 
where it is foretold that the Roman people 
should “destroy the city and the sanctuary.” 
Furthermore, in chapter 12:1 the angel in- 
forms Daniel of “a time of trouble,” that 
was to come upon the children of his people, 
“such as never was” since there had been a 
nation of Israel. In this connection, how- 
ever, the angel declares (and special note 


should be taken of this): 
“And at that time thy people shall be delivered, 
every one that shall be found written in the book.” 


In marvelously exact correspondence with 
this prediction is the historical fact that, 
during the siege of Jerusalem, opportunity 
was given—undoubtedly by the special in- 
tervention of the Almighty—to those who 
knew and believed Christ’s Olivet prophecy 
to make their escape from the doomed city. 
Those were they whose names were “found 
written in the book.” 


“The Wise Shall Understand” 


Our Lord had the Prophecy of Daniel very 
much in mind during His last visit to Jeru- 
salem; for He referred to “Daniel the 
Prophet” in His discourse on the Mount of 
Olives; and He very significantly added, 
“Whoso readeth [Daniel] let him under- 
stand.” And let me here observe that, al- 
though it may not be for us a serious mat- 
ter to postpone the fulfilment of that im- 
portant prophecy concerning “the abomina- 
tion of desolation” to a distant future era, 
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yet any of Christ’s disciples who should 
have made that mistake at the time (A. D. 
70) when the threatened judgment was 
about to fall upon Jerusalem, would have 
paid for it with their lives. Those, however, 
who were “wise” unto salvation at that time 
were given to “understand” the prophecy; 
whereas the unbelieving Jews, who “wicked- 
ly” opposed their Messiah and caused His 
death, did “not understand” it. And this 
again is precisely what the angel had fore- 
told to Daniel. For it is recorded that, in 
reply to Daniel’s question concerning “the 


end of these wonders” (12:6) the angel said: 
‘‘Many shall be purified” —by faith in Jesus Christ 
—‘and made white’—by His blood—‘‘and tried’’ 
—hby fiery persecutions—+; “but the wicked shall 
do wickedly: and none of the wicked shall under- 
stand, but the wise shall understand” (12:10). 


The fulfilment was marvelously exact; for 
Christ’s disciples, “the wise,” were given to 
“understand” that the destruction of the 
city was at hand; whereas the unbelieving 
Jews fatuously trusted the assurances of 
their blind leaders that there would be a di- 
vine intervention for the salvation of the 
city and nation. 


Filling up the Measure of the National Sin 


The Lord Jesus, just previous to the ut- 
terance of His Olivet prophecy, had pro- 
nounced His scathing judgment upon the 
Jewish leaders in the‘ temple; and in the 
course thereof He addressed them as, “Ye 
serpents, ye generation of vipers,” and 
plainly intimated that they were about to 
“fill up the measure” of their fathers’ sins. 
Nor would their wickedness stop with His 
crucifixion; for when the messengers of 
Christ should come to them with the gospel 
of God’s P apacuatic love, they would “kill 
and crucify — — and scourge — — and 
pacers them.” And thereby they would 

ring om themselves a retribution for “all 

the righteous blood shed upon the earth.” 
Sealed with His tremendous Amen (“veri- 
ly’) our Lord solemnly declared that “All 
these things shall come upon this genera- 
tion” (Matt. 23:31-36). 

Those words of Christ make certain that 
the greatest of all the national calamaties 
in the history of the world was to fall upon 
that atrociously wicked generation; and 
hence there can be no “time of Jacob’s 
trouble,” no “time of trouble such as never 
was,” yet in store for that nation. 

The words of Christ concerning those ap- 
proaching days of wrath, as recorded by 
Luke, are these: “For these be the days of 
vengeance that all things that are written 
may be fulfilled” (Luke 21:22). Nothing 
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= remains for fulfilment in a yet future 
ay. 

From the same Gospel we learn that 
when Christ was approaching the holy city 
on His last visit He was so sorely dis- 
tressed at the thought of the awful calami- 
ties soon to overwhelm it that He wept over 
it. (Read Luke 19:41-44 and 23:28-31.) 

The apostle Paul, writing shortly before 
the destruction of Jerusalem, strongly con- 
firms what I have stated above, using lan- 
guage which makes it simply impossible 
that there could ever be in any future 
day another and more.severe stroke of judg- 
ment upon that people. For, speaking of 


that feneration of Jews, he said: 
“Who both killed the Lord Jesus and their own 
prophets, and have persecuted us; and they please 
not God, and are contrary to all men; forbidding 
us to speak to the Gentiles that they might be 
saved, to fill up their sins alway; for the wrath 
is come upon them to the uttermost’? (1 Thess, 


2:16). 

Such being the facts, as clearly testified 
by the Word of God, it is certain that the 
great tribulation, “the time of Jacob’s 
trouble,” the era of “trouble such as never 
was since there was a nation” [of Israel], 
is now long past; and the assurance of this 
fact should give us much consolation. 


The Abomination of Desolation 


I have yet, however, to present the 
strongest proof. This is found in our Lord’s 
Olivet prophecy itself. And let me remark 
that, when I entered upon the study of this 
evidence, I was thoroughly committed to the 
view that the great tribulation would occur 
at the end of this present gospel era. But, 
to my surprise and chagrin, I found that the 
evidence was directly contrary to that view. 
What I found was:— 

(1) That the words of Luke 21:20-24, be- 
ginning, “And when ye shall see Jerusalem 
encompassed with armies, then know that 
the desolation thereof is nigh,” referred (as 
no expositor would dispute) to the then ap- 
proaching destruction of Jerusalem by the 
Roman armies under Titus; 

(2) That the words found in the corre- 
sponding Bey of Matthew, beginning, 
“When ye shall see the abomination of deso- 
lation — — stand in the holy place” (Mat. 
24:15-22; Mk. 13:14-20) refer to precisely 
the same event. 

In my book, “The Seventy Weeks and the 
Great Tribulation,” I have shown that “the 
abomination”—a word that means any de- 
testable or destructive thing—“that maketh 
desolate” applied to the Roman armies, 
which actually made Jerusalem and Judea

in Revelation 3:10, Christ’s message to 
the true church, He says, THOU HAST 
KEPT MY WORD AND HAST NOT DE- 
NIED MY NAME, and because thou hast 
kept the word of my patience, I also 
(Christ) will keep thee (the true church) 
frem that hour of trial (tribulation) which 
shall come upon all the world (inhabited 
earth) to try them that dwell upon the 
earth. The church is not an earth dweller, 
but one whose citizenship is in heaven from 
whence we expect the Saviour to come ac- 
cording to his promise, and deliver us from 
wrath to come. 1 Thess. 1:10. 

In Romans 8:1 Paul states there is no con- 
demnation (judgment) to those in Christ 
Jesus, and God has not appointed us unto 
wrath.

A New Work Opened

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Near the Continental Divide of Africa, 

between Lake Edward and the great forest 
of the Congo to the west, there lies one of 
the ry mg spots of the earth—not neg- 
lected by those who’ seek the treasures of 
earth, for gold has been found in that vicin- 
ity and roads are being built, mines are be- 
ing opened and all the intense activity inci- 
dent to such discoveries may be found. The 
country is densely populated. The lowest 
estimate places the number of people at two 
hundred and fifty thousand to whom the 
way of life has not yet been published. It 
is a high, healthful country, from six thou- 
sand to seven thousand feet above the sea. 
There are different dialects but a language 
so similar that one translation will probably 
be sufficient to bring the Bible to them all. 
They are “a thrifty people cultivating large 
tracts of land.” Unmarred by the sins of 
civilization, but utterly benighted with the 
darkness of ignorance and superstition and 
sin. 
The Unevangelized Africa Mission is op- 
ening a station in this section with a group 
of ten workers, five young men and their 
wives. Rev. Paul F. E. Hurlburt, who has 
spent most of his life on the mission field, is 
the leader of the little band. As they be- 
gin the work of studying the language, 
making translations, teaching the children 
to read, and preaching the glad tidings of 
life in Christ Jesus they ask for the earnest 
prayers of all who are God’s remembranc- 
ers, and especially desire prayer that more 
laborers may be sent forth into this field. 

There are trained nurses in the party, but 
no doctor. A very efficient one in another 
mission two hundred miles away volunteers 
such help as he may give, but there should 
be a resident physician. Where is the skill- 
ful physician and surgeon whom God has 
chosen and called but who has not yet 
responded? The time may be very, very 
short for proclaiming the Gospel of grace 
around the world. Should not these neglect- 
ed districts be speedily occupied? Shall 
we not seek for ourselves and one another 
that purification of life, that devotion to 
God that shall enable us to hear and to obey 
“the voice of Him who spake as never man 
spake?” “Pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the Harvest.”

Hence the modey idea that the Temple 
is to be rebuilt inthe days of Antichrist, 
that an image of Atichrist is to be set up 
in the Sanctuary tbe worshiped, that said 
image is “the abmination of desolation,” 
and that the “tr up thereof will bring 





on “the great triklation”—all of which is 

urely a work of he human imagination— 
is contr to theplain testimony of Scrip- 
ture; testimony wich was intended to be 
understocd, and ‘hich was understood by 
the disciples of frist of that generation. 
Happy for them tat the modern theory we 
are here considemg had not then been in- 
vented and therewere no Bible Schools de- 
voted to its propgation. 

Indeed, so far s I am aware, there never 
was, until very reent times, any other view 
concerning the jbomination of desolation 
than that given 1 Smith’s Bible Dictionary: 

“Abomination ¢ Desolation, mentioned by our 
Saviour, Matt. 2:15, as a sign of the approaching 
destruction of Jrusalem, with reference to Daniel 

9:27; 11:81; 1911. The prophecy referred ulti- 

mately to the ditruction of Jerusalem by the Ro- 

mans, and consjuently the abomination must de- 
scribe some occrrence connected with that event.” 

The sign tha Christ gave when He used 
the words, “Whn ye shall see the abomina- 
tion of desolaton—then let them which be 
in Judea flee io the mountains” — fully 
served its inteded purpose; for, as Bishop 
Newton says: 

“We learn fom ecclesiastical histories that at 
this junctureall who believed in Christ depart- 
ed from Jerualem and removed to Pella and oth- 
er places bepnd the river Jordan; so that they 
all marvelouiy escaped the general shipwreck of 
their countrmen ; and we.do not read anywhere 
that so muc’ as one of them perished in the de- 
struction of Jerusalem.” 


The Horrorsof the Siege of Jerusalem 


It is not pssible in the space at our dis- 
posal to giv even a faint idea of the un- 
paralleled grocities and cruelties that at- 
tended the lestruction of the holy city in 
A. D. 70. But, happily for our apprecia- 
tion of the narvelous accuracy of our Lord’s 
prophecy, ¢ complete and detailed account 
of that ungeakable tragedy, written by a 
thoroughly qualified chronicler, the Jewish 
historian Ddsephus, has come down to our 
times. I nust content myself for the pres- 
ent with tle remark that, from this author- 
itative sowce it clearly appears that “the 
tribulation of those days” was indeed “such 
as was not from the beginning of the crea- 
tion whichGod created” (Luke 21:19). How 
thankful then should we be for the assur- 
ance that “neither shall be” the like there- 
of again. 


No Proof to the Contrary 


It has secome my habit, formed by fifty 
years of egal training and practice, to cite 
the evideace for whatever i aver; and this I 
have done in the present article. In conclu- 
sion the1, I wish to say that I am familiar 
with the arguments whereby it is sought to 
establist the view that the great tribulation 
foretold by Christ in His Olivet prophecy is 
yet in the future, but in all that has been 
written in advocacy of that view I have not 
found thus far a scrap of evidence—nothing 
but conjecture and unwarranted inference 
from obscure passages of Scripture. There- 
fore I would urge the reader, when next he 
peruses an article that places the great 
tribulation in a yet future day (and very

The 
Church is the heavenly people with the 
heavenly hope.

INTRODUCTION 


John was an old man. Perhaps he was 


feeble. He had suffered in his day. The 
Roman Government had persecuted him. He 
had been banished to lonely, rocky, desolate 
Patmos. He was shut out from the world, 
and shut in with God. Have you noticed 
how God’s black clouds always have silver 
linings? Later, another John suffered— 
John Bunyan—and he found a silver lining 
in the Bedford Jail; he came out with Pil- 
grim’s Progress. 

With feeble arm and trembling quill John 
wrote the Book of Revelation. It is a won- 
derful Book. The Patmos Vision is a won- 
derful vision. It contains both history and 
prophecy. It speaks of the past and reveals 
the future. 

“I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s day,” 
says John. Behind him he hears a great 
voice as of a trumpet. “I turned to see,” 
he continues. He beheld seven golden 
candlesticks, or lampstands. Jesus was 
walking among the candlesticks, and what 
a beautiful description John gives of Jesus! 
John had associated with Jesus in times 
past, and now he knew him at sight. In 
the right hand of Jesus, John saw seven 
sparkling stars. The voice of Jesus was as 
the “sound of many waters.” 

John was puzzled! What could this mean? 
He was so astounded that he “fell at His 
(Jesus’) feet as dead.” What devout Chris- 
tian, shut in with God, passive to the Spirit 
in heart and mind, has not, in times of 
severe test, suffering, or soul travail, been 
lifted in inner consciousness to eommunion 
with the Spirit, there to feel a divine-elec- 
tric shock in the soul! When the experience 
was over and the breath of God, like the 
fresh mountain breeze had passed, no word 
could describe what you had just been 
through, because,—because, “The things of 
God are spiritually discerned.” Many a 
saint, in time of severe testing, has had 
photographed in the soul, perhaps while 
sleeping when the conscious mind was silent, 
a picture from the Spirit of what they 
needed most to know, or do. These are pre- 
cious moments. Faith is confirmed in such 
an hour. God becomes real. No wonder 
John was happy. 

John became a stenographer. Jesus did 
the dictating. John did the writing. The 
seven candlesticks were symbolic of the 
seven churches in Asia. Jesus was walking 
among the churches. The seven stars in 
His right hand represented the seven pas- 
tors in charge of the seven churches. Jesus 
dictated a letter to the pastor of each 
church. 

At that time there were seven literal 
churches in Asia, and the letters contained 
messages adapted to the local needs of those 


churches in 96 A. D. But the letters con- 
tained a broader meaning, a mystical signi- 
ficance, a prophetic message. The letters 
were addressed not only to the seven 
churches, but also to the seven subsequent 
church-ages. They contained messages for 
the churches of all time, as well as the 
churches of Asia. 

The cities in which the churches were lo- 
cated constituted a geographical circle be- 
ginning at Ephesus the first church, and 
concluding with Laodicea, the seventh. 


CHURCH AGES 


We did not arrange the dates of the 
church ages given below. They may be 
correct, they may be almost correct, but 
they have been accepted by competent Bible 
students and we pass them on. 

(1) The first church letter was written 
to the church at Ephesus, and that church 
age ended about 100 A. D. (2) The second 
letter was sent to Smyrna, and that age 
ended about 311 A. D. (8) The third let- 
ter was sent to Pergamos, and that age 
ended about 590 A. D. (4) The fourth 
letter was sent to Thyatira, and that age 
ended about 1517 A. D. (5) The fifth let- 
ter was sent to Sardis, and that age ended 
about 1750 A. D. (6) The sixth letter was 
sent to Philadelphia, and that age ended 
about 1850 A. D. (7) The seventh letter 
was sent to Laodicea, and that age will 
end with the Second Coming of Christ. 


EPHESUS 


Ephesus was quite a little city, with an 
agreeable water front, about forty miles 
southeast of Smyrna. It was colonized in 
the eleventh century B. C. It was destroyed 
by the Goths in 262 A. D., and never rose 
to its former glory. A small Turkish town 
called Ayasaluk marks the spot today where 
beautiful Ephesus once stood. 

The Ephesians worshipped the goddess 
Diana, whose temple, one of the seven 
wonders of the world, made the city famous. 
Strange enough, in these surroundings, a 
prosperous little Christian church was es- 
tablished. The Lord had some fine things 
bs write to that consecrated group of Chris- 
jians. 

Some great preachers had visited Ephesus 
in their travels. John and Paul had 
preached there. Timothy remained their 
pecker quite a while. Paul’s letter to the 

phesians reveals something of the high 
type of spirituality to be found in the con- 
gregation. The church was famous for flam- 
ing evangelism. It was immune from 
heresies. It was noted for its fearless 
loyalty to the Faith. It had “tried them 
which say they are apostles and are not, 
and hast found them liars.” 

The Ephesus church age gave the church 
a running start. But the Lord told the 
Ephesians that they had left their “first 
love.” In spite of their virtues, they ex- 
perienced a declension, a cooling off. The 
drift of the chureh began in the Ephesian 
age, and the loss of love was the cause. 


SMYRNA 


The city of Smyrna was called, “The love- 
ly,” “The crown of Ionia,’ “The ornament 
of Asia.” Today it has a population of 200,- 
000, one-third of which are Christians. 

When the Lord wrote His letter, the city 
was inhabited largely by Jews who were 
bitterly opposed to Christ and Christianity. 
The little church of Smyrna was a suffering 
church. The Lord deals tenderly with it in 
His letter. How softly He says, “I know 
thy works, and tribulation, and poverty, 
(but thou art rich) and I know the blas- 
phemy of them which say. they are Jews, 
and are not, but are the synagogue of 
Satan. Fear none of those things which 
thou shalt suffer: behold the devil shall cast 
some of you into prison, that ye may be 
tried; and ye shall have tribulation ten 
days: be thou faithful unto death.” 

Smyrna means suffering. Smyrna means

The church was persecuted by 
the world and the Jews during this $

suffering church. 

About 100,000 Romans were gathered in 
the eld Coliseum. Nero was entertaining a 
drunken, dissipated populace. Crosses were 
erected around the arena. Even degenerate 
Rome was struck with horror, for on every 
sharp stake or cross, a human being, a help- 
less Christian, was reeling in pain and 
parce J in torture. Fagots were thrown 
at the feet of every Christian, and their 
bodies were swathed in oil. The torch was 
applied and the flesh of several hundred 

ristians leaped into flames. A hush set- 
tled down upon the crowd, a hush broken 
only by the cries of dying Christians as 
their voices pierced the black air of that 
dark night. The vulgar games continued 
until late into the night. Nero shouted and 
laughed the hideous laugh of the damned. 
This is Smyrna. This is the beginning of 
the Smyrna church age. 

What did Rome do that night? Did Rome 
blot Christianity out? No. Rome commit- 
ted suicide. Christianity was lighted a flam- 
ing torch to shine through the ages. Rome 
burned in July of the next year. 


PERGAMOS 

Pergamos was a center of learning. It 
gets its names from “pergamena,” which 
means parchment. It had a vast library 
of 200,000 volumes which was later given 
by Anthony to Cleopatra and removed to 
Egypt. Pergamos was famous for its grove 
which was filled with statues, altars and 
idols. It was recognized as the most beau- 
tiful city in Asia. It had gorgeous pagan 
cathedrals, a university, royal residences, 
and was embellished by a succession of 
kings who had a passion for expenditure. 
It became a city of sensuous worship and 
Jesus, in His letter, referred to it as the 
place “where Satan’s seat is.” Antipas, the 
“faithful martyr,” was slain there. Per- 
— had a temple built in honor of 

ugustus. 

The Pergmos church age was a parallel 
to the Pergamos church. Men were deified. 
Roman emperors were worshipped. This 
honor was later taken over by popes. Wor- 
ship was conferred upon Constantine. He 
was favorably impressed with the teachings 
of Christianity, and preferred them to a 
ganism. Finally he published the ict 
against paganism and tried to promote 
Christianity by use of the sword, and war 
was waged under the emblem of the cross- 
Apostate Christianity and State were united 
in adulterous union. Christianity was 
poured into the grooves. of pagan rites, 
images, idols and ceremenies. ergamos 
accepted the very heresies that Ephesus re- 
jected and Jesus in His letter rebuked them 
for doing so. 


THYATIRA 


Thyatira was a city of scarlet. The waters 
of the city are said to be so well adapted 
to dyeing that in no place can the scarlet 
cloth out of which fezes are made, be so 
brilliantly and pe dyed. In Acts 
16:14, Lydia, the first convert of Paul in 
ve is described as a seller of purple

Woman worship invaded the little flock 
at Thyatira. The church was seduced by 
this teaching during the Thyatira church 
age. Jesus, in His letter, referred to the 
teachings of “that woman Jezebel, which 
calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and 
seduce my servants to commit fornication, 
and to eat things sacrificed to idols.” Here

I wonder if Jesus did not mean what He 
is saying? And, can it be that what He 
repeatedly commands in His Holy Word, 
He did not mean? 

If we review the history of the Christian 
Church, it is most evident that these words 
of the Lord Jesus were not taken seriously. 
O, yes, that apostolic church.took the com- 
mands literally and with Holy Ghost power 
throbbing and vibrating through her con- 
stituency the Church well nigh evangelized 
the world in one generation. And groups 
of believers, here and there, through the 
centuries, and now, who have allowed the 
Holy Spirit reveal to them Jesus, the world’s 
greatest missionary, with His wounds and 
sears, have come to believe that He means 
just what He says. These are being used 
in a mighty, supernatural way in getting 
others to know and to love Jesus. But you 
know that the Church, choosing to be called 
by His Name, has given little heed to the 
sacred trust committed to their charge. 

We are among those who believe that 
Christ’s command to evangelize must 
taken by Christians at its face value.

age.” There surely is no excuse for letting 
any generation of men die without a know- 
ledge of the claims of salvation from sin 
and death. : : 

Some thirty years ago an Irish colonial, 
son of an African transport rider, by the 
name of E. H. Mahon was near death with 
lung disease. His doctor reported one lung 
gone entirely, and the other effected. 
Through coughing, bleeding of the lungs, 
periodical attacks of malaria fever con- 
tracted among natives in Mashonaland, 
Rhodesia, he became very weak. His wife 
also was a sick woman and their two child- 
ren were in distress. ! 

The news somehow got to their hearts 
that God was merciful and still healed the 
sick. They studied the Bible, committed 
their cases to the Lord in prayer, and were 
all healed, almost instantly. 

A story of fascinating interest follows 
as to how in South Africa in this century, 
as in the days of the incarnate Son of God 
in His century, a mighty healing ministry 
for the restoring of bodies, accompanied 
the preaching of the gospel for the salva- 
tion of the soul, and literally “the Lord 
working with them” (the Mahons) “and 
confirming the word with signs following.” 

This noble ministry, carried on in the 
power and demonstration of the Holy Spirit 
has spread into some eight states, or pro- 
vinces as they call them over there. The 
Zulu and Basutoland Mission, of which Mr. 
and Mrs. Mahon were the founders and di- 
rectors in Africa during all these years, is 
altogether “the most aggressive and pro- 
gressive gospel work in South Africa.” it 
comprises hundreds of live Spirit-directed 
congregations with many thousands of 
native communicants. A portion of the 
fruitage of these two saintly lives is repre- 
sented by fourteen native evangelists and 
five hundred native preachers, all carefully 
taught in the Word. : 

There are at present seventeen white mis- 
sionaries, and scores more are needed to 
direct under the Holy Spirit this glorious 
first century movement in this twentieth 
century. The native workers wholly sancti- 
fied and thoroughly sacrificial even unto 
suffering are lacking in the administrative 
abilities of the Anglo Saxon race. Hence 
amazing -opportunities are open for the 
right sort of young life to count big for 
God, and for those whose means shall send 
and support them that go. 

The Cleveland Whole Gospel Tabernacle, 
Cleveland, Ohio, is an unsectarian and faith 
movement standing upon the whole Word of 
the living God. This movement is just a 
little more than four years of age and has 
definitely assumed the responsibility for the 
evangelization of one of these outlying 
Provinces named Natal. 

Natal is situated between the Drakens- 
berg Mountains and the Indian Ocean hav- 
ing some 140 miles of coastline, 150 miles 
wide and 240 long. It means a territory ap- 
proximately the size of the State of Ohio. 

There has been recently purchased by the 
mission a farm of some 350 acres located 
so as to make the whole territory easily ac- 
cessible. Gathered around this farm is a 
native reserve on which some 80,000 na- 
tives live. Suitable buildings will be erected 
as soon as possible as a headquarters to the 
district, as Mooigelegen, the farm of Mr. 
and Mrs. Mahon has served through the 
years as headquarters for the whole mis- 
sion. As here so the Natal Headquarters 
will become the home base, where two of 
our first missionaries, Alfred, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Mahon, and his esteemed wife will 
live, where also a Bible School will be lo- 
cated for the preparation of native pastors 
and evangelists and workers. Those in 
training will make their living from the 
farm, while preparing for the Lord’s work. 

At this writing the work is under way. 
Native Christians are breaking up the 
ground on the farm. Pastor Mabuza, a na-

disobeyed God. The voice of God was no 
longer with him. He went to a woman, the 
witch of Endor, a woman possessing a “fam- 
iliar spirit.” He resorted to demon forces. 
Israel was punished and delivered into the 
hands of the Philistines. There is a reason 
to believe that the highest Court of Russia 
became demon-possessed through this man 
Rasputin, who was worshiped by so many 
as a divine being. 

Just a few days ago, the newspapers car- 
ried glaring reports about a communication 
which Mrs. Houdini is supposed to have re- 
ceived from her husband in the spirit world. 
Harry Houdini was a magician. He cap- 
tured and astounded many an audience with 
his feats of magic. Before his death he be- 
came the avowed enemy of Spiritism. But 
he made an agreement with his wife that 
she should be watching for a communication 
from him after his death. Now she claims 
that a medium, while in a trance, brought 
to her the secret message of which her hus- 
band had told her before his death. She 
professes to have heard his voice through 
the medium—that he called her “Darling,” 
“Sweetheart,” etc., and told her how to re- 
move her wedding ring. He is supposed to 
have said that he was happy and that that 
his mother had helped him get the message 
through. Spiritualist mediums the world 
over viewed with satisfaction the millions 
of dollars worth of free advertising their 
profession was receiving. 

If this whole Houdini transaction is not a 
fake, it would seem to be the action of de- 
mons because John said: “And every spirit 
that confesseth not that Jesus Christ is 
ceme in the flesh is not of God; and this is 
that spirit of anti-Christ.” 

There is a familiarity with “familiar spir- 
its” and wizards prevalent everywhere that 
it not good. Now, coming back to Rasputin. 

Rasputin was regarded throughout Rus- 
sia as a divine being. He was always sur- 
rounded by a group of women worshipers. 
He possessed healing and hypnotic powers. 
We read: “Many people, of course, attempt- 
ed to withstand Rasputin’s magic. They 


tried to keep their heads, and fought with 
all their might against his compelling in- 
fluence. But even the few who succeeded, 
and continued to see the human being with 
his common features, small, cunning eyes, 
and unkept beard, could not quite escape his 
mysterious power.” 

He came from Siberia. As a boy he dis- 
played magical powers. He had a great 
power over animals. He was happy when 
alone with horses. He would stroke and 
caress their warm bodies. He loved the dim 
light of the stable. He would often press 
his face against the horses’ neck and 
mumble half audible tones which only him- 
self and the horses could understand. 

When a boy he was sickly, pale and weak. 
One cold winter he became ill with a fever. 
For weeks he remained in a semi-conscious 
state. This Siberian winter was terrible. 
The snow was deep. The ice was thick. The 
wind blew terrific blasts through the village 
streets and across the fields. 

In the evening, peasants would assemble 
around the big stove in the kitchen of his 
father’s home, and in the dim light of the 
flickering lamp they would eat and talk. 
This was the recreation of the peasants. 
They watched the child on the bed with his 
face turned toward the wall, his body reel- 
ing with a burning fever. 

One evening there was much to talk 


‘about. A -horse had been stolen the night 


before. In the eyes of the Siberian there is 
no worse crime than horse-stealing. Rob- 
bery is bad. Murder is terrible. Horse- 
stealing is worse. The peasants were 
ager Suddenly the sick child leaped from 
is bed, sprang upon the back of a peasant, 
threw his arms around the man’s neck, his 
slender legs dangling down, calling the man 
by name, he screamed a hysterical laugh, 
“Ha! ha! Petr Alexandrovich! You stole 
the horse! You are the thief!” Petr Alex- 
androvich was a respected man of means. 
The boy’s conduct was unthinkable. His 
father was greatly embarrassed and apolo- 
gized for his son’s crazy actions. When the 
peasants disbanded that night, they could 
not forget the strange actions of the sick 
boy. Could Petr Alexandrovich be guilty of 
such a crime? An investigation was made. 
The village was amazed to learn that the 
boy with the fever had spoken correctly. 
The horse was found on the property of 
Petr Alexandrovich. 

Where did the lad get such strange pow- 
er? The boy was watched by the peasants, 
and no peasant could explain. They only 
knew that he was “peculiar.” 

Rasputin grew to be a young man. He 
was wild about girls, and lived a “disorderly 
and dissipated life.” He was married and 
became the father of three children. 

After varied experiences Rasputin en- 
tered a monastery. Gradually he learned 
the doctrines and terms of the Church. His 
contact with monks, his prayers, his studies, 
seemed to start something blazing within 
him. He plunged into mysticism. An old 
hermit influenced him. He saw _ visions. 
Many experiences entered into his life that 
tended to influence him toward the esoteric. 
Time went on. His mental powers seemed 
to be unlocked. 

Leaving the monastery he returned home 
for a time. Soon he left home, family, 
horses, and started to wander from place to 
place. He went on a pilgrimage. He lived 
a life of vagabondage many years. Thou- 
sands of “Holy men” roam over Russia. 
They are supposed to be messengers called 
of God. They were adherents of varied 
sects, preachers of fantastic ideas. With 
bread-sack over his back and a staff in his 
hand, he wandered for many years. 

His absence weighed heavily upon the 
spirits of his wife. She cherished a picture 
of him and ho daily for his return. When 
strange pilgrims or tramps came through 
the village she was careful to inquire wheth- 
er or not they had seen a man that met the 
description of her husband. 

Weird stories came to the village about 


his display of supernatural powers in other 
places. People believed he was a messenger 
sent from God. We read: “Another story 
had it that this peculiar wanderer held 
strange services in the depths of the forests 
with pretty young girls and women. He 
first made crosses from boughs, and prayed 
before them with his disciples. When his 
devotions were over he threw his arms 
about the women, fondled and kissed them, 
and then all sang and danced. In explana- 
tion he declared that these kisses, caresses, 
songs and dances, formed part of the divine 
service and rejoiced and cheered the Lord. 

“Soon more serious rumors began to be 
current among the peasants. It was said 
that, at these forest services, the stranger 
did not .restrict himself to caressin is 
‘sisters’, as he called his women disciples. 
There were whispers of festivals at which 
the unknown and his train of women kindled 
huge fires of leaves and branches, sent up 
fervent prayers, and sang hymns. Then they 
all danced around the flames, until the women 
were seized by a mad delirium, and the 
prophet cried in a strange voice, ‘Abase 
yourselves through sin’!” 

Other reports came back to the effect that 
he had the power to heal sick bodies. Once, 
it was said, he cursed a community which 
had refused to submit to him. He shouted, 
“Let there be no rain for three months.” 
And it did not rain for twelve weeks accord- 
ing to the report. Now, the peasants back 
in Rasputin’s village really had something 
to talk about! 

One night there was a sudden knock at 
the door of his home. A bearded man stood 
facing his wife as she opened the door. She 
knew him, All the family ran to meet him. 
They were astonished at his solemn tone. 
He refused their caresses and made the sign 
of the cross. His children shrank. 

There was a secret cellar under his house. 
The door was thrown open and he entered 
the damp, musty den. Day and night for 
three weeks he stayed there, shrieking in 
prayer. In a weird, monotonous groan he 
went on and on with his sing-song lamenta- 
tion. 

Peasants from far and near came to hear 
the voice in the cellar. Worldly duties were 
neglected in the village. All interest cen- 
tered around the cellar. Gradually a few 
men and women got up courage enough to 
venture near. Some even dared to enter the 
cellar. In every instance they came away 
saying that a strange power existed there. 
The women and young girls were particu- 
larly impressed and thrilled by the small, 
piercing eyes of the cellar preacher. 

There was one man in the village who 
was not impressed with Rasputin’s prayers. 
He hated Rasputin. He dared to oppose and 
denounce him as Antichrist. That man was 
the village priest. He had watched his 
members forsake the fold one by one and 
go over to the teachings of the peculiar man 
in the cellar. The priest’s little dumpy 
figure would tremble with rage, and 
eyes would blaze, when Rasputin’s name was 
mentioned. To the priest—there was a dev- 
il uttering blasphemies in the cellar. But 
when once he ventured down the cellar steps 
he came under Rasputin’s hypnotic spell and 
departed a conquered cleric. Before the 
peasants of the village he was an embar- 
rassed wreck. He believed that the hideous 
man and voice in the cellar had thrown the 
power of Antichrist over his soul. 

When his cellar ministry was ended, Ras- 
putin remained at home only a short time. 
The “Holy Man” felt the urge of another 
pilgrimage and started walking again from 
village to village. 

One day, Rasputin came to a monastery. 
Travelers would often stop and make use of 
the hotel of the Seminary. The queer look- 
ing peasant attracted the attention of the 
young student-priests. Some started mak- 
ing fun of him, but they were taken back 
when the uncouth peasant followed the most 
intricate argument in such a manner as to

Science is “Know- 
ledge gained and verified by accurate obser- 
vation and correct thinking.” Evoluton is 
a guess, a hypothesis, a theory, wild and ab- 
surd in many cases. Herbert Spencer, the 
great apologist for evolution, said, “No sci- 
entist of repute ever claimed that evolution 
was science. It was an unproven hypothe- 
sis.” Professor Frank Allen of the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba, very frankly declares: 
“There is scarcely a theory of science which 
is generally accepted today, of which I would 
be ready to affirm that it may not be 
abandoned within a few years. Nearly all 
of the theories which were regarded as sat- 
isfactory a few years ago, are now either 
modified or discarded by scientists.” Lord 
Kelvin said shortly before his death: “I 
marvel at the undue haste with which teach- 
ers in our universities and preachers in their 
pulpits are restating the truth in terms of 
evolution, while evolution remains an un- 
proved hypothesis in the laboratories of 
science.” 

Owing to the fact that the article under 
review gives a very good idea of the plat- 
form of the evolutionists, a brief reply to 
the four statements in the postulate of the 
writer will be in order. Postulate is a good 
word for him to use for the word is de- 
fined as: “to assume without proof: use as 
an argument without proving.” 

In the first place the doctrine of evolu- 
tion is not “established beyond controversy.” 
Far, very far from it, the scientists them- 
selves being witnesses. Professor Bateson 
of England, former president of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
at a great meeting in Toronto a few years 
ago, said: “When students of other sciences 
ask us now what is currently believed about 
the origin of species we have no clear answer 
to give. Faith has given place to agnosti- 
cism for reasons which on such occasions as 
this we may profitably consider. . . . I have 
put before you very frankly the considera- 
tions which have made us agnostics as to 
the actual mode and process of evolution.” 
Profssor Moore, professor of Physics of 
Cincinnati University, in his masterly book 
on “The Dogma of Evolution” threw a 


bomb-shell when he said: “At the other end 
of the scale in the reckless disregard of 
physical law is Professor Osborn who, either 
wilfully or through inability to comprehend 
the elementary laws of physics, invents his 
own physics.” No wonder Professor Paul 
Shorey of Chicago University in a recent 
magazine article under the heading “Evolu- 
tion—A Conservative’s Apology,” said that 
never again would he be “formula ridden by 
the Lenins of pseudo-scientific dogma.” He 
further said: “There is in fact no cause 
that is so immune from criticism today, that 
is so sacred a cow, not only in the news- 
paper offices, but in the universities of the 
north as evolution with a capital E.” 

In the second statement of the postulate 
the assertion is made that: “From the 
standpoint of science, evolution is a great 
law of nature as firmly established as New- 
ton’s law of gravitation.” We can only say 
that the writer of the pamphlet was bluffing 
when he came away with that one. A state- 
ment like that will make any well informed 
teacher of physics smile, but the ardent be- 
liever in the beastly origin of man gladly 
kicks over board the laws of physics in his 
zeal to prove that he was not created in the 
image and likeness of.God, but is blood re- 
lation to gorillas and baboons. It may af- 
ford him some comfort, however, to remem- 
ber that scientists are now even calling 
Newton’s law in question for, at the annual 
meeting of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science held in Kansas 
City a few years ago, Professor Dayton C. 
Miller of Cleveland, “made dents in Ein- 
stein’s law relativity just as Einstein made 
dents in Newton’s law of gravitation.” 

Again we read: “No rival hypotheses are 
in the field save the worn-out and complete- 
ly discredited doctrine of special creation.” 
That’s another big one and it has to be be- 
cause the hub of the whole matter is there. 
The doctrine of the pamphlet to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. Neither is it worn out 
and completely discredited. The doctrine is 
the truth of the inerrant Word of God and 
it will stand, in spite of all attacks upon it, 
till it is overthrown by facts and not by 
theories. The whole controversy is between 
the animal origin of man according to the 
evolutionist and the “doctrine of special cre- 
ation” as taught by the Bible. Professor 
Dana of Yale, was, in his day, almost, if 
not quite, the intellectual equal of Charles 
Darwin and in his book entitled “The Geo- 
logical Story — Briefly Told,” said: “The 
connecting links between man and any man- 
ape of past geological time have not been 
found, although earnestly looked for. The 
present teaching of geology very strongly 
confirms the belief that man is not of na- 
ture’s making. Independent of such evi- 
dence, man’s high reason, his unsatisfied 
aspirations, his free will, all afford the full- 
est assurance that he owes his existence to 
the special act of the Infinite Being whose 
image he bears.” Sir William Dawson of 
McGill said: “I know of nothing about the 
the origin of man except what the Bible 
says, nor do I know of any one who does.” 
But what’s the use of quoting further? 

The last statement in the postulate reads: 
“There are no known facts contrary to evo- 
lution, while, on the contrary, there are 
thousands of correlated facts that support 
it and accord with it.” We wonder if the 
writer of the pamphlet ever heard of Gregor 
Mendel of Austria and the biogenic laws he 
established and speaking of whom Profes- 
sor Bateson well said: “If Darwin had known 
the truth revealed by the testing of Men- 
del’s law, he would never have written his 
books.” We wonder if he really knows the 
difference between mutations and transmu- 
tations, between development within species 
and development from one to another. That 
man came from the lower animals, from the 
monkey according to Darwin, is not a fact, 
it is on the contrary, a theory now discredit- 
ed by many of the leading scientists of the 
world. Professor D. H. Scott, addressing 
the British Scientific Association, recently 


said: “For the moment at all events, the 
Darwinian period is past .. . all is 
the melting pot.” John Burroughs, the 

reat naturalist, in the Atlantic Monthly a 
ew years ago said: “Darwin has already 
been as completely shorn of his selection 
doctrines as Samson was shorn of his locks.” 
Prof. Lionel Beale, King’s College, London, 
who is referred to as the greatest biologist 
of the century, declares: “There is no evi- 
dence that man has descended from, or is, in 
any way specially related to any other or- 
ganism in nature through evolution or any 
other process. In support of all naturalist 
conjectures concerning man’s origin there is 
not a shadow of scientific evidence. God 
must be admitted as a working factor in 
creative processes.” ‘ 

If space permitted we could pile up argu- 
ments of the nature of the foregoing in sup- 
port of our opposition to the teaching of 
evolution in our tax-supported schools. Such 
teaching is often made the basis of subtle 
attacks on the truth of the Word of God. 
If we are not allowed by law to teach the 
Bible in our public schools we certainly are 
going to protest, and that vigorously, to its 
truth being undermined by teachers who 
seem to delight in shocking the religious 
sensibilities of immature minds and bring- 
ing ridicule upon divine revelation. At a 
recent meeting of scientists and educators 
in New York plans, well financed, were laid 
to keep the Bible out of the schools and 
evolution-in. It behooves all who love God’s 
truth and who are loyal to the old Book 
to see to it that they do not fall asleep at 
the switch, but put up a vigorous defense 
of the Faith of our Fathers.

drive his youthful debaters to shelter. Their 
honored teacher, Father Feofan, the rector 
of the Academy, was equally overwhelmed 
by the logic and force of Rasputin. When 
once he could get his fiery eyes fixed square- 
ly upon them, they were held as if in a trap. 

This chance stop at the monastery was 
one of the turning points in his life, for it 
was the first of a series of events that final- 
ly gave him unlimited power in the Ortho- 
dox Church. Father Feofan insisted that 
Rasputin should remain over until the next 
day and meet the Venerable Lord Bishop 
Hermogen who would be passing that way. 

Being a good politician, the Bishop was 
quick to realize that Rasputin could be made 
a great force for the Church among his 
type of people. With lightning rapidity 
Rasputin was given important positions in 
the Church. 

Rasputin taught one particular doctrine 
that the Church did not teach. It was a 
wicked doctrine. He taught that man can 
overcome sin only by dissipating and indulg- 
ing in that sin. He taught that man can 
only master sin through carnal vice. He 
taught that if one has a sin that doth most 
easily beset him, that one should engage in 
that sin to the limit of his strength with a 
view of exhausting it in his naturé. It is 
not difficult to see what that teaching would 
do to the carnal mind of the unregenerate 
sinner. It gave everyone an excuse for 
sinning. 

That awful teaching was sent broadcast 
by Rasputin. It was not long until he stood 
before millions of people as their religious 
leader. One of his phrases is said to be: 
“To hell with sin.” is is quoted: “Sin, if 
sin still lurks in you; only in this way can 
you overcome it! Sin, then you will repent 
and drive evil from you. . . . The filth must 
be expelled.” 

How this superman gained control of the 
Orthodox Church, how he gained control of 
the Czar, how he healed the Czar’s son, how 
he cast a spell over all Russia, how he lived 
a life of perpetual drunken debauch, how he 
controlled and outraged women, how he was 
finally killed, and what his death meant to 
the Czar, the Court and the Russian Em- 
pire—these and other things make up one 
of the most thrilling and astonishing pages 
of history ever written.

Anciently, Sardis was a splendid and im- 
portant city, made up of warlike, active, 
energetic ple. Today, it is waste and 
desert land, and its climate is so unhealthy 
as to render the stay of a single night 
dangerous. 

The Lord was displeased with the Sardis 
church. He said, “I know thy works, that 
thou hast a name that thou livest, and art 
dead.” Sardis had a name. Sardis had 
orthodoxy. Sardis was immune from false 
teachings. 

The church, no doubt, believed the Word 
of God and the fundamentals of the Faith. 
But it lacked one thing—life. Its orthodoxy 
was cold, dead, lifeless. Its testimony, 
though perhaps militant, had frozen into ice. 
Could Jesus displeased with the efforts 
of well meaning people in our day for 
similar reasons? Is there a danger of zea- 
lous defenders of historic Christianity en- 
tering into a warlike spirit, where they 
become bitter, harsh, unkind and critical, 
while advocating a chilled, Sardis-like 
Christianity, in the letter of the law instead 
of the Spirit’s demonstration of power? The 
church at Sardis overlooked the word of the 
Lord to Zerubbabel “Not by might, nor by 
power but by my spirit saith the Lord of 
hosts.”

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By the time of the Sardis church an 
apostate religion had grown up and the 
spirit of Ephesus was well nigh lost. A 
peculiar combination of Christianity and 
paganism existed. In their effort to satisfy 
the yearnings of their hearts, the people 
in the church were worshipping images and 
saints, depending upon masses, ceremonies 
and indulgences. A commercialized and 
heartless Prone ong had been built up. 

It was during the Sardis church age that - 
a young man by the name of Martin Luther 
entered a monastery to become a monk. 
Being a man of deep piety and sensitive 
conscience, he start at the bottom, and 
prostrated himself by performing the most 
humble services, such as scrubbing the halls 
and cells of the monks. In a few years he 
had learned the system from the und up. 

Little did the apostate church know that 
God was preparing that young man to shake 
all Christendom. In later years, at the risk 
of his life, he dared to oppose the church 
openly, defy the pope, and rebuke the ec- 
clesiastical autocrats of his time. He learned, 
to the satisfaction of his own heart, 
that “The just shall live by faith.” Friends 
warned him not to go to the Diet at Worms, 
but he replied that if every tile in the roof 
were a demon, yet he would enter. He 
entered, and the Reformation was born. The 
great Protestant systems were established. 

But even those early reformers inherited 
sufficient of the coldness of the church to 
make necessary the Lord’s words to them, 
“Thou hast a name that thou livest and art 
dead.” The opening wedge was driven in 
during the Sardis age, but it remained for 
the next age to start their orthodoxy blaz- 
ing. 

PHILADELPHIA 

Philadelphia was a remarkable city, situ- 
ated 952 feet above sea level. It was a 
Roman town until 1392 A. D., when it fell 
into the hands of the Turk. It has been 
rocked by many earthquakes. Today it bears 
the name of Allah Shehr, meaning, “City 
of God.” One writer thinks that the primi- 
tive church in which the Christians wor- 
shipped in John’s day still stands, now as 
an old mosque. 

The Philadelphia church was a great in- 
stitution, famous for “brotherly love.” The 
church had in it a true and loyal body of 
believers. Like Ephesus, it had no doubt 
experienced some great revivals. It was a 
center of missionary zeal. Jesus could say 
to it, “I have loved thee.” 

During the Philadelphia church age, we 
find the spiritual tide rising. Wesley’s re- 
vival broke forth with great power. The 
supernatural in Christianity was again 

reached. The precious doctrine of the 

ord’s return was restored. Missionary 
programs were launched. It was a wonder- 
ful church age. 


LAODICEA 

The church at Laodicea, situated only 
forty miles from Ephesus, was entirely un- 
like the Ephesus church in spiritual things. 
Ephesus blazed with divine fire; Laodicea 
was luke warm. Today the city of Laodicea 
is a heap of ruins. It is called by the Turks, 
Eskihissar, meaning “an old castle.” 

If this accepted arrangement of Scriptu- 
ral truth be correct, it means that we are 
living in the Laodicean church age at pre- 
sent. At this point we will not engage in 
clap-trap, wholesale methods of condem- 
nation, but if this prophetic interpretation 
is true, then the words of John recorded in 
Revelation 3: 13-22 are addressed to the 
church of the twentieth century.
